WASHINGTON — Democratic 
congressional leaders said Wednes- 
day that they bad no plans to calla 

‘jal session of Congress on the 
Gulf crisis after President George 
Bush assured them that his new 
buildup did not mean imminent 
war aginst Iraq. 

“The president's assertion is that 
this additional buildup does not 
represent a devision to use force 
but to have the capability.” the 
House speaker, Thomas S. Foley, 
Democrat of Washington, said af- 
ter a 1wo-hour meeting with Mr. 
Bush and other legislauve leaders. 

lt was the first such meeting 
since Mr. Bush decided to reinforce 
US. forces in the Gulf region with 
as many as 200,000 additional 


troops. 

Mr. Bush's decision last week to 
increase the deployment triggered 
fears of imminent war with Iraq. 

Senator Richard G. Lugar of In- 
diana, the ranking Republican 
member of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. called Tuesday 
for a special session of Congress 10 
debate the situation. 

Mr. Foley and the Senate major- 
ity leader, George J. Mitchell, 
Democrat of Maine, made it clear 
that they did not want Mr. Bush to 
rush into military action without 
giving United Nations sanctions 
against Iraq time to work. 

‘The Democratic leaders also told 
Mr. Bush that they believed the 
constitution required him to seek 
congressional authorization before 


using military force. 

~The president did nov indicate 8 
commitment to do that or a ref 
to do that.” Mr. Mitchell said. 

The House udlican leader. 
Robert H. Michel of Ilinois, 
quoted Mr. Bush as saying that the 
increased deployment did act rep- 
resent a change in policy. 

The Senate Republican ieader, 
Bob Deie of Kansas. said that Con- 
gress and the president were now 
back “supporting our mission in 
the Gulf” 

“I don’t think Saddam Husseia 
should take any comfort.” he said, 
referring τὸ the Iraqi leader.

AIDS Treatment News 


Was Delayed

REATMENT with steroid hormones can 
halve the death rate from the pneumonia 
that is the leading killer of peopie with 
AIDS, a panel of experts has concluded. 

But it was five months before the government agen- 
cy that convened the experts notified doctors who 
treat AIDS patients of the finding. Even now. many 
doctors say they have not been informed of it. 

The disease, pneumocystis carinii pneumonia, attacks 
people whose immune systems are debilitated. In the 
United States, about 40,000 people with acquired im- 
maune deficiency syndrome are expected to develop the 
pneumonia this year. 5 to 30 percent of them —2.000 to 
12,000 people — will develop respiratory failure. and 
most of this number will die, according to the National 
Institue of Allergy and Infectious Diseases.

Gulf Crisis Casts Shadow Over Policy

ISBON — When the present center- 

right administration took office in 

mid-1987. one of its main planks was 

an ambitious plan to denationalize 
the strongly command-orientated economy 
thai it had inherited.

Ia 1975, the ruling Marxist revolutionaries 
seized 53 peroent of fixed investment, or about 
GO firms valued at the time at about 2 trillion 
excudas ($15.6 billion). and later constitution- 
ally consecrated the move as an “irreversible 
conquest of the revolution.” 

It has taken a decade and two constitutional 
revisions to remove this obstacle to economic 
mederization. 

The drain on the public purse — Portugal’s 
ταὶ foreign debt in June of this year stood at 
$17.8 billion, according to the central bank — 
prompted the government to announce the

The privatization program got under way in 
April 1989 with the partial sale of a state- 
owned brewery.
